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PREFACE. 


his  Handbook  gives  the  text  of  the  Poisons 


and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  with  such  quotations 
from  former  Acts,  and  explanatory  notes  as  are 
necessary  for  the  full  understanding  of  it. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Poisons 
Schedule,  and  a lengthy  list  compiled  of  Drugs  and 
Medicinal  Preparations  which  come  within  its  limits. 
It  is  not  claimed  that  this  is  exhaustive,  but  it  should 
serve  as  a guide. 

The  requirements  on  the  sale  of  Scheduled  Poisons 
by  retail,  by  wholesale  and  for  export,  and  when  forming 
part  of  a medicine  dispensed  are  given;  also  the  regu- 
lations as  to  keeping,  dispensing  and  selling  Scheduled 
Poisons,  and  the  conditions  imposed  on  the  sale  of 
Arsenic  by  the  Arsenic  Act.

POISONS  AND  PHARMACY  ACT,  1908. 

(S  Eclw.  7,  Ch.  55.) 

An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Sale  of  certain  Poisonous 
Substances  and  to  Amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

{December  21  st,  1908.) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by'and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this 
present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

1.  (1)  Schedule  A to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868 

{■which  specifies  the  articles  to  be  deemed 
Poisonous  within  the  meaning  of  that 
Act),  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Schedule 
to  this  Act  shall  be  substituted  therefor . 

The  sale  by  retail  in  Great  Britain  of  articles  in 
Schedule  A of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  is  restricted 
to  persons  who  are  registered  chemists  or  registered 
medical  practitioners,  and  can  only  take  place  under 
the  following  conditions  : — 

As  to  Poisons  in  both  parts  of  the  Schedule  the  vessel, 
wrapper,  or  cover  containing  them  has  to  bear  a label 
distinctly  stating — 

(a)  The  name  of  the  article. 

{b)  The  word  “ Poison.” 

(c)  The  name  and  address  of  the  seller  (that 
is  the  Proprietor  of  the  business).

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Further,  no  Poisons  in  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  can  be 
sold  to  any  person  unknown  to  the  seller  unless  he 
or  she  is  introduced  by  some  person  known  to  the 
seller,  and  on  every  sale  of  any  Part  I.  Poison  the 
seller  has  to,  before  delivery,  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  commonly  called 
the  Poisons  Book,  an  entry  of — 

(1)  The  date  of  sale. 

(2)  The  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser. 

(3)  The  name  and  quantity  of  the  article 

sold. 

(4)  The  purpose  for  which  it  was  stated  by 

the  purchaser  to  be  required. 

All  these  conditions  apply  equally  to  the  Schedule 
of  the  1908  Act,  which  has  been  substituted  for  Schedule 
A of  the  1868  Act. 

The  following  is  the  new  Schedule  : —

Alkaloids — all  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  not  spe- 
cifically named  in  this  Schedule,  and  their 
salts,  and  all  poisonous  derivatives  of  vegetable 
alkaloids. 

Atropine,  and  its  salts,  and  their  preparations. 
Belladonna,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  (except 
Belladonna  plaisters)  containing  o-i  or  more  per 
cent,  of  Belladonna  alkaloids. 
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Cantharides,  and  its  poisonous  derivatives. 

Coca,  any  preparation  or  admixture  of,  containing  i 
or  more  per  cent,  of  Coca  alkaloids. 

Corrosive  Sublimate. 

Cyanide  of  Potassium,  and  all  poisonous  Cyanides  and 
their  preparations. 

Emetic  Tartar,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures 
containing  i or  more  per  cent,  of  Emetic  Tartar. 

Ergot  of  Rye,  and  preparations  of  Ergots. 

Nux  Vomica,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures 
containing  o-2  or  more  per  cent,  of  Strychnine. 

Opium,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing 
i or  more  per  cent,  of  Morphine. 

Picrotoxin. 

Prussic  Acid,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  con- 
taining o-i  or  more  per  cent,  of  Prussic  Acid. 

Savin,  and  its  oil,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures 
containing  Savin  or  its  oil.

Oxalic  Acid. 

Poppies,  all  preparations  of,  excepting  Red  Poppy 
petals,  and  syrup  of  Red  Poppies  (Papaver  Rhceas).

All  preparations  or  admixtures  which  are  not  included 
in  Part  I.  of  this  Schedule,  and  contain  a Poison 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  except 
preparations  or  admixtures  the  exclusion  of  which 
from  this  Schedule  is  indicated  by  the  words 
therein  relating  to  Carbolic  Acid,  Chloroform, 
and  Coca,  and  except  such  substances  as  come 
within  the  provisions  of  Section  5 of  this  Act.

The  insertion  of  the  word 
“ Medicinal  ” would  seem  to 
remove  non-medicinal  prepara- 
tions of  Arsenic  from  this  part 
of  the  Schedule,  but  they  are 
brought  into  Part  II.  by  the 
general  clause  at  the  end  thereof, 
and  it  should  be  remembered 
that  all  colourless  poisonous 
preparations  of  Arsenic,  liquid 
and  solid,  are  subject  to  the  more 
stringent  conditions  of  the 
Arsenic  Act. 

The  numerous  organic  arsenic 
compounds  which  are  used  in 
medicine,such  as  the  cacodylates, 
the  arsonates,  arsanilates,  &c., 
should  be  treated  as  being  in 
Part  I. 

The  requirements  on  the  sale 
of  Arsenic  imposed  by  the  Arsenic 
Act,  1851,  are  that  Arsenic  (in- 
cluding Arsenious  Acid  and  the 
Arsenites,  Arsenic  Acid  and  the 
Arseniates,  and  all  other  colour- 
less poisonous  preparations  of 
Arsenic)  cannot  be  sold  unless  : 

(1)  It  is  mixed  with  one  ounce 
of  soot  or  half-an -ounce  of  indigo 
to  every  pound  to  colour  it, 
except  when  required  for  some 
purpose(other  than  Agricultural) 
for  which  the  admixture  would 
render  it  unfit.  In  such  case,

not  less  than  ten  pounds  can  be 
sold  at  one  time,  uncoloured. 

(2)  The  person  to  whom  the 
Arsenic  is  sold  or  delivered  is  of 
full  age. 

(3)  The  occupation,  as  well  as 
the  name  and  address  of  the 
purchaser,  the  date  of  the  sale, 
the  quantity  sold,  and  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  required,  is 
entered  in  the  Poisons  Book,  and 
the  Poisons  Book  is  signed  by 
the  purchaser  and  by  the  seller. 

(4)  If  the  purchaser  is  not 
known  to  the  seller,  he  must  be 
introduced  by  some  mutua 
acquaintance,  and  this  person 
must  enter  his  name  and  address 
in  the  Poisons  Book  as  a witness 
to  the  transaction. 

These  requirements  do  not 
apply  to  the  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines containing  Arsenic,  or  to 
wholesale  sales  when  the  order 
is  in  writing,  but  the  require- 
ments of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  do.

Section  2 of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  reads  as

The  several  articles  named  or  described  in  the  Schedule 
(A)  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Poisons  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Act,  and  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  may  from  time  to  time,  by 
resolution,  declare  that  any  article  in  such  resolution 
named  ought  to  be  deemed  a Poison  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Act ; and  thereupon  the  said  Society  shall 
submit  the  same  for  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council, 
and  if  such  approval  shall  be  given,  then  such  resolution 
and  approval  shall  be  advertised  in  the  London  Gazette, 
and  on  the  expiration  of  one  month  from  such  advertise- 
ment the  article  named  in  such  resolution  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a Poison  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

2.  (1)  So  much  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  Regulation  of

or  as  Sheep  Dips  or  Weed  Killers  which 
are  poisonous  by  reason  of  their  con- 
taining Arsenic,  Tobacco,  or  the  Alkaloids 
of  Tobacco. 

If  the  person  so  selling  or  keeping  open 
shop  is  duly  licensed  for  the  purpose 
under  this  Section  by  a local  authority, 
and  conforms  to  any  regulations  as  to  the 
keeping,  transporting,  and  selling  of 
Poisons  made  under  this  Section,  but 
nothing  in  this  Section  shall  exempt  any 
person  so  licensed  from  the  requirements 
of  any  other  provision  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  or  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851, 
relating  to  Poisons  : 

Provided  that  His  Majesty  may  by 
Order  in  Council  amend  this  provision  by 
adding  thereto  or  removing  therefrom  any 
poisonous  substance,  and,  upon  any  such 
Order  being  made,  this  provision  shall 
have  effect  as  if  the  added  poisonous 
substances  were  included  therein  and 
the  removed  poisonous  substances  were 
excluded  therefrom. 
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This  clause  makes  a notable  exception  to  the  principle 
laid  down  in  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  that  scheduled 
Poisons  should  only  be  sold  by  persons  who  had  received 
a special  training  for  such  work.  The  object  of  its 
enactment  was  to  remove  inconvenience  which  was 
alleged  to  have  been  suffered  by  users  of  Agricultural 
and  Horticultural  preparations  in  remote  country 
districts. 

It  should  be  specially  noted  that  licensees  under  this 
Section  are  not  exempted  from  the  requirements  of  any 
other  provision  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  of  the 
Arsenic  Act,  1851,  relating  to  Poisons. 

It  would  seem  to  follow  from  this  that  the  licence  is 
a purely  personal  one,  and  that  all  sales  must  be  con- 
ducted by  the  licensee  himself  or  under  his  immediate 
personal  supervision,  in  accordance  with  the  judgment 
pronounced  by  Hawkins  J.  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Wheeldon,  1890,  24  Q.B.  682,  wherein  he  said, 

“ The  whole  object  of  the  Act  would  be  frittered  away 
and  the  Act  itself  become  a dead  letter  were  we  to 
declare  by  our  judgment  that  an  unqualified  assistant 
can  lawfully  and  with  impunity  sell  any  of  the  Poisons 
to  which  the  Act  applies  unless  upon  every  occasion  of 
such  sale  he  acts  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a 
qualified  employer  or  a qualified  assistant  to  such 
employer ; by  such  personal  supervision  we  mean  not 
mere  presence  in  the  shop  or  room  where  the  sale  takes 
place,  but  actual  personal  supervision.”

And  whereas  by  Section  2 of  The  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted 
that  “ so  much  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  makes  it 
“ an  offence  for  any  person  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop 
“ for  the  sale  of  Poisons,  unless  he  is  a duly  registered 
“ pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist, 
“ and  conforms  to  regulations  made  under  Section  1 of 
“ that  Act,  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  poisonous 
“ substances  to  be  used  exclusively  in  agriculture  or 
“ horticulture  for  the  destruction  of  insects,  fungi,  or 
“ bacteria,  or  as  sheep  dips  or  weed  killers  which  are 
“ poisonous  by  reason  of  their  containing  arsenic, 
“ tobacco,  or  the  alkaloids  of  tobacco,  if  the  person  so 
“ selling  or  keeping  open  shop  is  duly  licensed  for  the 
“ purpose  under  this  Section  by  a local  authority,  and 
“ conforms  to  any  regulations  as  to  the  keeping,  trans- 
“ porting,  and  selling  of  Poisons  made  under  this  Section, 
“ but  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  exempt  any  person

Regulations  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  Order 

in  Council. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 

1.  A licence  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  unless 
the  local  authority  are  satisfied  that  he  is  fit  to  be 
entrusted  with  the  sale  of  the  poisonous  substances. 

2.  In  granting  licences  for  the  sale  of  poisonous 
substances  for  use  exclusively  in  horticulture,  preference 
shall  be  given  to  nurserymen,  florists,  seedsmen  and 
•other  persons  whose  business  is  specially  connected 
with  horticulture. 
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This  must  be  read  in  connection  with  Section  2 Sub- 
Section  2 of  the  Act,  which  enacts  that  before  granting  any 
licence  the  local  authority  must  take  into  consideration 
whether  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  public  are 
already  satisfied  or  not. 

3.  Applications  for  licences  shall  be  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  Schedule  A to  these  regulations. 

4.  Before  sending  an  application  for  a licence  to  the 
local  authority  the  applicant  shall  publish  notice  of  his 
intention  to  apply  in  two  newspapers  circulating  in  the 
district  of  the  local  authority,  and  shall  also  send  notice 
by  registered  post  to  the  Chief  Officer  of  Police  of  the 
Police  area  within  which  his  premises  are  situate. 

5.  A licence  shall  not  be  granted  until  after  the 
expiration  of  at  least  fourteen  days  from  the  receipt  of 
the  application  by  the  local  authority,  and  the  local 
authority  before  granting  a licence  shall  take  into 
consideration  whether  in  the  neighbourhood  where  the 
applicant  for  the  licence  carries  on  or  intends  to  carry 
on  business  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  public 
with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  poisonous  substances 
are  satisfied,  and  also  any  objections  they  may  have 
received  from  the  Chief  Officer  of  Police  or  from  any 
existing  vendors  of  the  substances  to  which  the  appli- 
cation relates. 

This  reiterates  Section  2 Sub-Section  2 of  the  Act,  and 
gives  the  status  of  objectors  to  Chief  Officers  of  Police 
and  existing  vendors,  who  must  obviously  be  chemists 
and  druggists,  as  only  such  were  before  the  passing  of 
this  Act  able  to  sell  scheduled  Poisons. 
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6.  A licence  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule 
B to  these  regulations. 

7.  A licence  shall  expire  on  such  day  in  the  year  as 
the  local  authority  fix,  but  may  on  application  being 
made  in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule  C to  these 
regulations,  be  renewed  from  time  to  time  for  one  year 
at  a time,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  in  the  case 
of  the  grant  of  a licence,  except  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  publish  or  give  to  the  Chief  Officer  of 
Police  notice  of  the  application.  The  renewal  of  a 
licence  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule  D to 
these  regulations. 

8.  A licence  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  for  such 
term  as  the  local  authority  think  fit,  if  the  local  authority 
are  satisfied  that  the  licensee  has  failed  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  these  regulations  or  of  the  Poisons 
Acts,  or  that  the  licensee  is  not  a fit  person  to  be  entrusted 
with  the  sale  of  Poisons. 

9.  A licensee  shall,  on  being  required  to  do  so  by 
any  officer  of  the  local  authority  or  any  police  officer, 
produce  his  licence,  and  any  renewal  thereof. 

10.  The  fees  charged  in  respect  of  the  grant  and 
renewal  of  a licence  shall  be  such  as  the  local  authority 
may  determine,  not  exceeding  in  the  case  of  the  grant 
of  a licence,  10s.  6 d.,  and  in  the  case  of  the  renewal  of 
a licence,  is.  6 d. 

11.  A licence  shall  not  authorize  the  licensee  to  sell 
or  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances 
except  from  or  on  premises  (to  be  specified  in  the  licence) 
within  the  area  of  the  local  authority  which  granted  it, 
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and  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  a municipal 
borough  the  council  of  which  is  a local  authority  for 
those  purposes,  and  in  Scotland  a police  burgh,  shall 
not  be  treated  as  forming  part  of  any  county. 

This  prevents  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  by 
licensees  at  fairs,  markets,  or  any  place  other  than  the 
premises  specified  in  their  licence. 

12.  Every  local  authority  shall  keep  a register  of  the 
licences  granted  by  them  for  the  time  being  in  force, 
and  any  person  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times,  upon 
payment  of  such  reasonable  fees  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
local  authority,  be  entitled  to  inspect  and  to  make 
copies  of,  or  take  extracts  from,  the  register. 

13.  All  poisonous  substances  shall  be  kept  in  a 
separate  drawer  or  closed  receptacle  apart  from  any 
other  goods,  and  poisonous  substances  shall  not  be  sold 
upon  the  same  premises  as  articles  of  food  for  human 
consumption  unless  the  local  authority  are  satisfied 
that  convenient  arrangements  for  their  sale  cannot 
otherwise  be  made,  and  in  that  case  they  must  be  sold 
at  a separate  counter.  For  the  purpose  of  this  regu- 
lation a part  of  a counter  which  is  shown  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  local  authority  to  be  adequately  separated 
from  the  rest  of  the  counter  shall  be  treated  as  a separate 
counter. 

14.  A poisonous  substance  shall  not  be  sold  except 
in  an  enclosed  vessel  or  receptacle  as  received  from  the 
manufacturer,  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
substance  and  the  word  “ Poison,”  and  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller,  and  with  a notice  of  the 
special  purpose  for  which  it  has  been  prepared. 
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15-  Liquid  preparations  shall  be  sold  only  in  bottles, 
tins,  drums,  or  casks  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  the 
ordinary  risk  of  transit  without  leakage.  Each  bottle, 
tin,  drum,  or  cask  shall  have  the  word  “ Poisonous  ” 
indelibly  printed,  marked,  or  branded  in  easily  legible 
characters  in  a conspicuous  position  apart  from  the 
label,  and  the  label  must  bear  the  word  “ Poison.” 
When  sold  in  bottles  the  bottles  shall  be  of  a distinctive 
character  so  as  to  be  easily  distinguishable  by  touch 
from  ordinary  bottles. 

16.  Solid  preparations  shall  be  securely  packed  in 
such  a manner  as  to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  the  risk 
of  breaking  or  leakage  from  transport,  and  the  package 
shall  have  indelibly  printed,  marked,  or  branded  in 
easily  legible  characters  in  a conspicuous  position  notice 
that  it  must  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

1 7.  All  premises  from  or  on  which  a licensee  is 
authorized  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisonous  substances  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be 
open  to  inspection  by  officers  appointed  by  a local 
authority. 

18.  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the 
expression  “ poisonous  substances  ” means  the  poisonous 
substances  to  which  Section  2 of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  applies  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  expressions  “ chief  officer  of  police  ” and  “ police 
area  ” have  in  England  and  Scotland  the  same  meanings 
as  in  the  Police  Act,  1890,  and  the  Police  (Scotland)

Sections  I.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851. 

I.  Every  Person  who  shall  sell  any  Arsenic  shall 
forthwith,  and  before  the  Delivery  of  such  Arsenic  to 
the  Purchaser,  enter  or  cause  to  be  entered  in  a fair 
and  regular  Manner,  in  a Book  or  Books  to  be  kept  by 
such  Person  for  that  Purpose,  in  the  Form  set  forth  in 
the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  or  to  the  like  Effect,  a State- 
ment  of  such  Sale,  with  the  Quantity  of  Arsenic  so  sold, 
and  the  Purpose  for  which  such  Arsenic  is  required  or

II.  No  Person  shall  sell  Arsenic  to  any  Person  who 
is  unknown  to  the  Person  selling  such  Arsenic,  unless  the 
Sale  be  made  in  the  Presence  of  a Witness  who  is  known 
to  the  Person  selling  the  Arsenic  and  to  whom  the 
Purchaser  is  known,  and  who  signs  his  Name,  together 
with  his  Place  of  Abode,  to  such  Entries,  before  the 
Delivery  of  the  Arsenic  to  the  Purchaser,  and  no  Person 
shall  sell  Arsenic  to  any  Person  other  than  a Person  of 
full  age. 

III.  No  Person  shall  sell  any  Arsenic  unless  the  same 
be  before  the  Sale  thereof  mixed  with  Soot  or  Indigo  in 
the  Proportion  of  One  Ounce  of  Soot  or  Half  an  Ounce 
of  Indigo  at  the  least  to  One  Pound  of  the  Arsenic,  and 
so  in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  Quantity : 
Provided  always,  that  where  such  Arsenic  is  stated  by 
the  Purchaser  to  be  required,  not  for  Use  in  Agriculture, 
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but  for  some  other  Purpose  for  which  such  Admixture 
would,  according  to  the  Representation  of  the  Purchaser, 
render  it  unfit,  such  Arsenic  may  be  sold  without  such 
Admixture  in  a Quantity  of  not  less  than  Ten  Pounds 
at  any  One  Time. 

IV.  If  any  Person  shall  sell  any  Arsenic,  save  as 
authorized  by  this  Act,  or  on  any  Sale  of  Arsenic  shall 
deliver  the  same  without  having  made  and  signed  the 
Entries  hereby  required  on  such  Sale,  or  without  having 
obtained  such  Signature  or  Signatures  to  such  Entries 
as  required  by  this  Act,  or  if  any  Person  purchasing  any 
Arsenic  shall  give  false  Information  to  the  Person  selling 
the  same  in  relation  to  the  Particulars  which  such 
last-mentioned  Person  is  hereby  authorized  to  inquire 
into  of  such  Purchaser,  or  if  any  Person  shall  sign  his 
Name  as  aforesaid  as  a Witness  to  a Sale  of  Arsenic  to  a 
Person  unknown  to  the  Person  so  signing  as  Witness, 
every  Person  so  offending  shall  for  every  such  Offence, 
upon  a summary  Conviction  for  the  same  before  Two 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  England  or  Ireland,  or  before 
Two  Justices  of  the  Peace  or  the  Sheriff  in  Scotland,  be 
liable  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Twenty  Pounds. 

Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  Poison,  either  by 
Wholesale  or  by  Retail,  unless  the  Box,  Bottle,  Vessel, 
Wrapper,  or  Cover  in  which  such  Poison  is  contained 
be  distinctly  labelled  with  the  Name  of  the  Article  and 
the  Word  Poison,  and  with  the  Name  and  Address  of 
the  Seller  of  the  Poison ; and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell 
any  Poison  of  those  which  are  in  the  First  Part  of 
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Schedule  (A)  to  this  Act,  or  may  hereafter  be  added 
thereto  under  Section  Two  of  this  Act,  to  any  Person 
unknown  to  the  Seller,  unless  introduced  by  some 
Person  known  to  the  Seller;  and  on  every  Sale  of  any 
such  Article  the  Seller  shall,  before  Delivery,  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  an  Entry  in  a Book  to  be  kept  for 
that  Purpose,  stating  in  the  Form  set  forth  in  Schedule 
(F)  to  this  Act,  the  Date  of  the  Sale,  the  Name  and 
Address  of  the  Purchaser,  the  Name  and  Quantity  of 
the  Article  sold,  and  the  Purpose  for  which  it  is  stated 
by  the  Purchaser  to  be  required,  to  which  Entry  the 
Signature  of  the  Purchaser  and  of  the  Person,  if  any, 
who  introduced  him  shall  be  affixed;  and  any  Person 
selling  Poison  otherwise  than  as  herein  provided  shall, 
upon  a summary  Conviction  before  Two  Justices  of  the 
Peace  in  England  or  the  Sheriff  in  Scotland,  be  liable 
to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  for  the  First 
Offence,  and  to  a Penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds 
for  the  Second  or  any  subsequent  Offence,  and  for  the 
Purposes  of  this  Section  the  Person  on  whose  Behalf 
any  Sale  is  made  by  any  Apprentice  or  Servant  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  Seller;  but  the  Provisions  of  this 
Section,  which  are  solely  applicable  to  Poisons  in  the 
First  Part  of  the  Schedule  (A)  to  this  Act,  or  which  require 
that  the  Label  shall  contain  the  Name  and  Address 
of  the  Seller,  shall  not  apply  to  Articles  to  be  exported 
from  Great  Britain  by  wholesale  Dealers,  nor  to  Sales 
by  wholesale  to  retail  Dealers  in  the  ordinary  Course 
of  wholesale  Dealing,  nor  shall  any  of  the  Provisions 
of  this  Section  apply  to  any  Medicine  supplied  by  a 
legally  qualified  Apothecary  to  his  Patient,  nor  apply 
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to  any  Article  when  forming  Part  of  the  Ingredients 
of  any  Medicine  dispensed  by  a Person  registered  under 
this  Act;  provided  such  Medicine  be  labelled,  in  the 
Manner  aforesaid,  with  the  Name  and  Address  of  the 
Seller,  and  the  Ingredients  thereof  be  entered,  with  the 
Name  of  the  Person  to  whom  it  is  sold  or  delivered,  in 
a Book  to  be  kept  by  the  Seller  for  that  Purpose ; and 
nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  repeal  or  affect  any 
of  the  Provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Session  holden  in  the 
Fourteenth  or  Fifteenth  Years  in  the  Reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Sale 
of  Arsenic.

3.  (1)  Any  person  who,  being  a duly  registered 

Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  carries  on  the  business  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Chemist  and 
Druggist  shall,  unless  in  every  premises 
where  the  business  is  carried  on  the  business 
is  bona  fide  conducted  by  himself  or  some 
other  duly  registered  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  or  Chemist  and  Druggist,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  unless  the  name  and 
certificate  of  qualification  of  the  person  by 
whom  the  business  is  so  conducted  in  any 
premises  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the 
premises,  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under 
Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  reads  as 
follows : — 

“ From  and  after  the  31st  Day  of  December,  1868,  any 
Person  who  shall  sell  or  keep  an  open  shop  for  the 
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retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  Poisons,  or  who 
shall  take,  use,  or  exhibit  the  Name  or  Title  of  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  or  Chemist  or  Druggist,  not  being  a duly 
registered  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  or  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  or  who  shall  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  Name 
or  Title  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  Pharmaceutist  or 
Pharmacist  not  being  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  or 
shall  fail  to  conform  with  any  Regulation  as  to  the 
keeping  or  selling  of  Poisons  made  in  pursuance  of  this 
Act,  or  who  shall  compound  any  Medicines  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  except  according  to  the  Formu- 
laries of  the  said  Pharmacopoeia,  shall  for  every  such 
Offence  be  liable  to  pay  a Penalty  or  Sum  of  Five 
Pounds,  and  the  same  may  be  sued  for,  recovered,  and 
dealt  with  in  the  Manner  provided  by  the  Pharmacy 
Act  for  the  Recovery  of  Penalties  under  that  Act ; but 
nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  prevent  any  Person 
from  being  liable  to  any  other  Penalty,  Damages,  or 
Punishment,  to  which  he  would  have  been  subject  if 
this  Act  had  not  passed.” 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  any  person  infringing 
Section  3 (1)  of  the  1908  Act  is  liable  to  a Penalty  of  £5. 

The  wording  of  this  Section  needs  perhaps  a little 
elucidation. 

What  is  the  business  of  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
•or  Chemist  and  Druggist  ? 

Section  3 of  the  1868  Act  speaks  of  ” the  Business  of 
a Chemist  and  Druggist,  in  the  keeping  of  open  shop 
for  the  compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly  qualified 
Medical  Practitioners,”  whereas  the  penal  section, 
Section  15  (vide  supra),  only  specifies  selling  or  keeping 
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an  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing  or  com- 
pounding Poisons,  and  taking,  using  or  exhibiting 
certain  titles. 

The  business  of  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist  is  nowhere 
defined,  but  presumably  it  is  the  same  as  the  business 
of  a Chemist  and  Druggist,  except  that  the  owner  con- 
ducts it  under  his  higher  title  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 

Practically,  to  observe  Section  3 of  the  new  Act, 
any  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  who  carries  on  business 
at  a branch  shop  under  the  title  of  a Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  must  have  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist  as  the 
bona  fide  conductor  of  such  branch  shop.  If,  however, 
he  describes  himself  at  the  branch  shop  as  a Chemist 
and  Druggist  only,  the  requirements  of  the  Section 
would  seem  to  be  met  by  the  employment  of  a manager 
who  is  a duly  registered  Chemist  and  Druggist,  but  not 
necessarily  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 

Further,  if  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Chemist  and 
Druggist  carries  on  a branch  business  where  drugs 
other  than  scheduled  poisons  are  sold  and  where  no 
dispensing  is  carried  on,  and  the  descriptions  of  Phar- 
maceutical Chemist  and  Chemist  and  Druggist  are  not 
used,  it  would  not  appear  to  be  necessary  that  he  should 
have  a qualified  manager  at  all  for  such  branch  business. 

With  regard  to  the  Certificate  of  Qualification,  this 
would  appear  to  refer  to  the  examination  certificates 
which  qualify  for  registration  as  “ Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  ” and  “ Chemist  and  Druggist  ” respectively. 

A difficulty  occurs  with  regard  to  persons  who  were 
in  business  before  1868,  and  who  do  not  possess  a 
certificate  of  having  passed  any  examination,  and  with 
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others  who  may  have  lost  their  examination  certificates, 
or  whose  certificates  may  have  become  illegible  by 
exposure  or  otherwise.  To  meet  such  cases  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on  payment 
of  a fee  of  i /-,  issues  a certificate  that  the  name  of  a 
given  person  is  upon  the  Register,  and  the  exhibition 
of  such  certificate  is  regarded  as  the  exhibition  of  a 
certificate  of  qualification  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Section. 

The  exhibition  of  the  certificate  of  membership  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  such  membership  being 
only  open  to  registered  persons,  is  also  regarded  as  the 
exhibition  of  a certificate  of  qualification  within  the 
meaning  of  this  Section. 

3.  (2)  The  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy 

Act,  1868,  which  enable  the  Executor, 
Administrator , or  Trustee  of  the  estate  of 
a deceased  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or 
Chemist  and  Druggist  to  continue  his 
business  so  long  as  such  business  is 
bona  fide  conducted  by  a duly  qualified 
assistant,  shall  be  construed  as  enabling 
such  Executor,  Administrator , or  Trustee 
to  carry  on  the  business  if  and  so  long 
only  as,  in  every  premises  where  the 
business  is  carried  on,  the  business  is 
bona  fide  conducted  by  a duly  registered 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the 
name  and  certificate  of  qualification  of 
the  person  by  whom  the  business  is  so 
conducted  in  any  premises  is  conspicu- 
ously exhibited  in  the  premises.

The  part  of  Section  16  of  the  1868  Act  referring  to  this 
matter  is  as  follows  : — 

“ Upon  the  decease  of  any  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or 
Chemist  and  Druggist  actually  in  business  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Executor,  Adminis- 
trator, or  Trustee  of  the  estate  of  such  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  or  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  continue  such 
business  if  and  so  long  only  as  such  business  shall  be 
bona  fide  conducted  by  a duly  qualified  assistant,  and  a 
duly  qualified  assistant  within,  the  meaning  of  this  clause 
shall  be  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  or  a Chemist  and 
Druggist  registered  by  the  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  (1852)  or  this  Act.” 

The  only  additional  obligation  imposed  upon  Executors, 
Administrators  or  Trustees  by  the  new  Act  is  the 
exhibition  of  the  name  and  certificate  of  the  manager 
of  the  business  which  they  carry  on. 

Apparently  if  the  business  is  carried  on  under  the 
title  of  “ Pharmaceutical  Chemist,”  a Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  must  be  engaged  as  a manager,  but  if  the  title 
“ Chemist  and  Druggist  ” be  alone  used,  a Chemist 
and  Druggist  only  need  be  employed. 

3.  (3)  A registered  Chemist  or  Druggist  may, 

notwithstanding  anything  in  Section  15 
. of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  take,  use  or 
exhibit  the  name  or  title  of  Pharmacist. 

This  rescinds  so  much  of  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act 
as  confines  the  use  of  the  name  or  title  Pharmacist 
to  Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  Ihe  title  ‘‘  Pharmacist 
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is  now  open  to  all  persons  who  are  on  the  register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  and  it  would  seem  that  there  is 
no  prohibition  of  its  being  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
trade  name,  or  description,  used  by  a registered  person 
who  is  trading  under  some  other  name  than  his  own. 

Moreover,  in  England  (the  law  in  Scotland  being 
different,  a partnership  being  there  regarded  as  a 
separate  entity  distinct  from  the  individual  partners) 
a firm  the  members  of  which  are  all  registered  Chemists 
and  Druggists  may  use  the  title  of  “ Pharmacists.” 

3.  (4)  A body  corporate,  and  in  Scotland  a firm  Body  Corporate 

' . ...  Partnership  in 

or  partnership,  may  carry  on  the  business  Scotland. 
of  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Chemist 
and  Druggist — 

(a)  If  the  business  of  the  body  cor-  superintendent 
porate,  firm,  or  partnership,  so  duly  registered 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  keeping,  chemist- 
retailing,  and  dispensing  of 
Poisons  is  under  the  control 
and  management  of  a super- 
intendent who  is  a duly  registered 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  whose 
name  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Registrar  appointed  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  to  be 
entered  by  him  in  a register  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
who  does  not  act  at  the  same 
time  in  a similar  capacity  for 
any  other  body  corporate,  firm, 
or  partnership  ; and 
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Manager 
must  be 
duly  registered 
Chemist. 


(b)  If  in  every  premises  where  such 
business  as  aforesaid  is  carried 
on,  and  is  not  personally  con- 
ducted by  the  superintendent, 
such  business  is  bona  fide  con- 
ducted under  the  direction  of  the 
superintendent  by  a manager  or 
assistant  who  is  a didy  registered 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  and 
whose  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cation is  conspicuously  exhibited 
in  the  shop  or  other  place  in 
which  he  so  conducts  the 
business. 


A body  corporate,  and  in  Scotland  a firm  or 
partnership , may  use  the  description  of 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  or  of  Chemist  or 
of  Druggist,  or  of  Dispensing  Chemist 
or  Druggist,  if  the  foregoing  requirements 
as  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  are 
observed,  and  if  the  superintendent  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  other 
governing  body  of  the  body  corporate,  or 
of  the  firm  or  partnership , as  the  case 
may  be. 

Subject  as  aforesaid,  Section  12  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  and  Sections  1 and 
15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  shall 
apply  to  a body  corporate,  and  in 
Scotland  to  a firm  or  partnership,  in 
like  manner  as  they  apply  to  an  individual. 

The  object  of  this  Sub-section  is  to  remove  certain 
anomalies  concerning  corporate  bodies,  which  arose 
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from  the  fact  that  by  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords 
in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  The  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.  (Law  Reports, 
1SS0;  Appeal  Cases,  857),  corporate  bodies  were  held  to 
be  exempt  from  certain  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  and  were  able  to  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale 
of  Poisons  without  being  subject  to  the  regulations  for 
the  storage  of  the  same,  which  were  binding  upon 
Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Moreover,  they  were  able  to  assume  titles  such  as 
“ Chemist  and  Druggist  ” and  the  like  which  properly 
appertained  to  individuals  who  had  acquired  them  by 
examination  or  in  other  personal  ways. 

This  latter  anomaly  having  been  legal  for  so  long 
it  was  thought  inequitable  to  take  away  the  titles 
“ Chemist,”  and  “ Druggist,”  “ Chemist  and  Druggist,” 
“ Dispensing  Chemist  or  Druggist  ” from  corporate 
bodies,  and  by  the  present  Act  they  are  therefore 
permitted  to  use  these  under  certain  conditions,  the 
title  “ Pharmacist  ” being  restricted  to  registered 
individuals. 

(«)  By  this  paragraph  every  body  corporate,  and 
in  Scotland  every  firm  or  partnership  is 
required  to  place  its  business  relating  to  the 
keeping,  retailing,  and  dispensing  of  Poisons, 
under  the  control  and  management  of  a 
registered  person,  to  be  called  the  superin- 
tendent, and  the  name  of  such  superintendent 
has  to  be  furnished  to  the  registrar  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  a superintendent  can  only- 
act,  as  such,  for  one  body  corporate,  firm,  or  partnership. 

( b ) Where  the  body  corporate,  firm  or  partnership- 
carries  on  business  in  more  than  one  place, 
it  is  necessary  to  have  a registered  person 
as  manager  in  each  place  where  the  business 
is  carried  on,  and  to  exhibit  the  certificate 
of  qualification  of  such  manager  in  each 
place.  The  superintendent  may  also  be 
the  manager,  but  of  one  place  only. 

If  the  body  corporate,  or  firm  or  partner- 
ship wishes  to  use  the  description  of  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  or  of  Chemist  or  of  Druggist, 
or  of  Dispensing  Chemist  or  Druggist,  the 
superintendent  must  be  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  or  other  governing  body 
of  the  body  corporate,  or  of  the  firm  or 
partnership. 

With  these  modifications  all  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  which  apply  to  an  individual,  apply  to 
bodies  corporate,  and  in  Scotland  to  firms  or  partnerships. 

The  power  of  making  bye-laws  conferred  by 
Section  2 of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852, 
on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the 
power  of  making  bye-laws  for  all  or  any 
of  the  following  purposes  (that  is  to  say): — 
(a)  Requiring  persons  desirous  of 
presenting  themselves  for 
examination  by  the  said  Society 
to  produce  evidence  satisfactory

powers  of 
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to  the  Council  of  the  Society 
that  they  have  received  a 
sufficient  preliminary  practical 
training  in  the  subjects  of  the 
examination. 

At  present  such  persons  have  only  to  make  a 
declaration  that  they  have  spent  three  years  dispensing 
physicians’  prescriptions. 

(b)  Providing  for  the  registration,  upon 
payment  of  the  prescribed  fee, 
as  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  or 
Chemists  and  Druggists  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and 
1868,  without  examination,  of 
any  persons  holding  colonial 
diplomas  or  of  qualified 
military  dispensers  or  certified 
assistants  to  apothecaries  under 
the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815. 5: 
who  produce  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  Council  of  the 
Society  that  they  are  persons 
of  sufficient  skill  and  know- 
ledge to  be  so  registered. 

The  exercise  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  this  Sub- 
section will  need  careful  watching  by  registered  Chemists 
and  Druggists. 

The  present  requirements  for  qualification  as  military 
dispensers  and  for  certification  as  assistants  to 
apothecaries  are  far  less  stringent  than  those  imposed  on 
persons  seeking  registration  as  Chemists  and  Druggists. 
It  would  therefore  be  inequitable  to  place  on  the  register 
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of  Chemists  and  Druggists  qualified  military  dispensers  or 
certified  assistants  to  apothecaries  without  examination 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

(c)  Providing  for  periods  of  time  and 
courses  of  study  in  connexion 
with  the  qualifying  examination , 
and  dividing  such  examination 
into  two  parts. 

The  present  qualifying  examination  includes  purely 
scientific  and  also  technical  subjects,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  best  modern  educational  methods  these  should 
be  separated. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  courses  of  study  should  be 
prescribed,  but  these  should  be  allowed  to  be  taken 
concurrently  with  apprenticeship. 

5.  (1)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell  any  substance 

to  which  this  Section  applies  by  retail, 
unless  the  box,  bottle,  vessel,  wrapper,  or 
cover  in  which  the  substance  is  contained 
is  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
substance  and  the  word  “ Poisonous,” 
and  with  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller  of  the  substance,  and  unless  such 
other  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
under  this  Section  by  Order  in  Council 
are  complied  with ; and,  if  any  person 
sells  any  such  substance  otherwise  than 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  or  of  any  Order  in  Council  made 
thereunder , he  shall,  on  conviction  under 
the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts,  be  liable 
for  each  offence  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
five  pounds. 
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This  introduces  a third  class  of  poisonous  substances, 
which  are  not  included  in  the  Schedule,  and  can  therefore 
be  sold  by  any  trader,  but  on  the  sale  of  which  certain 
conditions  must  be  observed. 

(2)  The  substances  to  which  this  Section  applies 
are  sulphuric  acid,  nitric  acid,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid, 
and  such  other  substances  as  may  for  the 
time  being  be  prescribed  by  Order  in 
Council  under  this  Section. 

Certain  soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid  are  known 
commercially  as  salts  of  sorrel  and  salts  of  lemon. 

6.  (1)  The  provisions  of  Section  2 and  Section  5 

of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  Ireland,  with 
the  following  modifications  : — 

(a)  For  the  reference  to  the  Pharmacy 

Act,  1868,  there  shall  be  sub- 
stituted a reference  to  the 
Pharmacy  Act  [Ireland),  1875,38*  39  Viet 

c.  57 

and  the  Pharmacy  Act  ( Ireland ) 53  * 54  vict 
(1875)  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
and  the  reference  to  regulations 
made  under  Section  1 of  the 
first-mentioned  Act  shall  not 
apply  ; 

(b)  For  references  to  Orders  in 

Council  by  His  Majesty,  or  to 
Orders  in  Council,  there  shall 
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be  substituted  references  to 
Orders  in  Council  by  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  ; 

(c)  The  reference  to  a duly  registered 
Chemist  and  Druggist  shall 
include  a reference  to  a regis- 
tered Druggist. 

(2)  Save  as  provided  by  this  Section,  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not 
apply  to  Ireland. 

Upon  the  death  of  any  person  registered 
■under  the  Pharmacy  Act  [Ireland)  (1875) 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  as  a Chemist  and 
Druggist  or  registered  Druggist  and 
actually  in  business  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Executor, 
Administrator,  or  Trustee  of  his  estate  to 
continue  such  business  if  and  so  long  only 
as  such  business  is  bona  fide  conducted  by 
an  assistant  being  a duly  registered 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Licentiate 
Apothecary,  or  duly  registered  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  or  duly  registered  Druggist. 

This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  and  shall  come  into 
operation  on  the  first  day  of  April, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine.

The  requirements  on  sales  of  scheduled  Poisons,  by 
wholesale  to  retail  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
wholesale  dealing,  and  on  sales  by  wholesale  dealers  of 
scheduled  Poisons  to  be  exported  from  Great  Britain, 
are  : — 

That  they  must  be  labelled  with — 

(a)  The  name  of  the  article. 

(b)  The  word  “ Poison.” 

Even  in  the  case  of  Part  I.  Poisons  sold  wholesale  or 
by  wholesalers  for  export  the  other  conditions  set  out 
above  for  the  retail  sale  of  this  class  of  Poisons  (as  to 
introduction,  entry  in  Poisons  Book,  &c.)  are  not 
required. 

Although  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  is 
somewhat  ambiguous,  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary 
from  a legal  point  of  view  that  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller  shall  be  added  to  the  label,  but  in  practice 
this  is  done  by  all  wholesale  druggists  who  recognise 
their  responsibility. 
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The  requirements  on  dispensing  scheduled  Poisons 
are  : — 

(a)  That  the  medicine  must  be  distinctly 

labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  seller, 

and 

(b)  That  the  ingredients  and  the  name  and 

address  of  the  person  to  whom  the 
medicine  is  sold  or  delivered  be  entered 
in  a book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
(commonly  called  “ The  Prescription 
Book  ”). 

No  other  person  than  a registered  Chemist,  a registered 
Medical  Practitioner,  a legally  qualified  Apothecary,  or 
a registered  Veterinary  Surgeon  (for  animals  under  his 
care)  can  legally  dispense  a medicine  containing  a 
scheduled  Poison.  The  Act  gives  no  definition  of 
dispensing,  but  the  word  is  generally  understood  to 
mean  the  making  up  of  a medicine  prescribed  (not 
necessarily  in  writing)  by  a registered  • Medical  Prac- 
titioner or  Veterinary  Surgeon.  No  form  of  Prescription 
Book  or  of  the  entries  to  be  made  therein  is  contained 
in  the  Act. 

It  may  be  remarked  that  to  enter  an  ordinary  sale, 
not  upon  prescription,  of  a medicine  containing  a Poison 
in  the  Prescription  Book  will  not  obviate  the  necessity 
of  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  as  to 
retail  sales  of  scheduled  Poisons. 

The  regulations  as  to  KEEPING,  DISPENSING,  and 
SELLING  scheduled  Poisons  are  : — 

(i)  In  keeping  Poisons  each  bottle,  vessel,  box  or 
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package  containing  a Poison  must  be  labelled 
with  the  name  of  the  article,  and  also  with 
some  distinctive  mark  indicating  that  it 
contains  Poison. 

(2)  In  keeping  Poisons,  each  bottle  must  be  kept  on 

one  or  other  of  the  following  systems,  namely: — 

(a)  In  a bottle,  or  vessel,  tied  over,  capped, 

locked,  or  otherwise  secured  in  a manner 
different  from  that  in  which  bottles  or 
vessels  containing  ordinary  articles  are 
secured  in  the  same  warehouse,  shop,  or 
dispensary ; or 

( b ) In  a bottle  or  vessel  rendered  distin- 

guishable by  touch  from  the  bottles  or 
vessels  in  which  ordinary  articles  are 
kept  in  the  same  warehouse,  shop,  or 
dispensary ; or 

(c)  In  a bottle,  vessel,  box  or  package  kept 

in  a room  or  cupboard  set  apart  for 
dangerous  articles. 

(3)  In  selling  and  dispensing  Poisons  all  liniments, 

embrocations,  lotions  and  liquid  disinfectants 
containing  Poison  must  be  sent  out  in  bottles 
distinguishable  by  touch  from  ordinary  medicine 
bottles,  and  there  must  also  be  affixed  to  each 
such  bottle,  in  addition  to  the  name  of  the 
article,  and  any  particular  instructions  for  its 
use,  a label  giving  notice  that  the  contents  of 
the  bottle  are  not  to  be  taken  internally.
